He Responded to a Gall and Sayed 
tlie S^lNBajrlne T^rpado . 
Boat Adder.

After Aecomplithing Hit Work the 
Oaring Saaman Went Back to th« 
Tug Hand Over Hand en 
tile Hawaer. 

Norfolk, Va., Dec. 5 - Tlio naval ttig 
Peoria, towing the submarine torpedo 
boeit Adder, haa anrlTed at tbe navy 
ftaca here. The Adder was eared by 
the herotsm of Boatrwain Deerjr, who 
responded to a call for volunteers and 
swam 100 yards with a line to the Ad- 
der from the tug and pulled & hawser 
after him. The Moccasin is aahore at 
Carrituclc and appears to be only 
slightly damaged. The Adder la leak- 
ing badly. 

Tho Pcorfa left Friday night for Ciir- 
rltnclt to aid the Yan)<ton and Vixen in 
floating the Moccasin, which Is now 
high and dry upon the beacb. 

When Boatswain Deery responded to 
the fcall for a volunteer to swim to the 
Adder in a 34-mlle gale, with moun- 
tainous sea-s (TasliiiiK over the Peoria 
and burying the drifting submarine 
boats beneath tons of water, Deery, 
with a slender line fastened around 
his waist, plunged Into the ocean and 
battled with wind and tide for a full 
hundred yards, Anally reaching the 
Adder and gaining her deck. There he 
hauled a thick hawser aboard by 
BMans of tha life Uae and made It 
tut 

At this time the Adder was being 
tossed about like a eork one minute, 
and driven far beneath the surface the 
next, rolling and wallowing In such a 
manner as to make It almost impos- 
sible to retain a position upon her 
scanty decking, but Deery held on and 
accomplished his work. Then he went 
back to the tog hand over hand on the 
hawser. 

It was said «t the navy yard Friday 
that Boatswain Deery will be com- 
mended at once to the president for 

bravery. 

The Adder Is leaking and her elec- 
trical machinery is badly damaged. 

Lieut. English, commanding officer 
of the Peoria, says the little boats 
towed reiy well indeed antil they were 
Jnst off the Virginia capes. There the 
heavy seas running at the time proved 
too much for the frail towing bits of 
the Adder, which was towing first, fol- 
lowing the tug. They snapped short 
and tte two eubmarlne reesels went 
adrift 

The Peoria sought to catch them, but 

they drifted Kouthward before the wind 
rapidly. There were only the broken 
bits OB which to get a hold, so the tug 

could only run in between them and 
keep them from bnmping together. 

The seas were running entirely too 
high, the lieutenant said, for the tug 
to run alonKsido the boats, ami it 
woiild have been suicidal to have low- 
ered a boat. All the Peoria could do, 
therefore, was to keep the boats apart. 
All Wednesday night this continued 
and then the line between the l>oats 
snapped. It was then that Boatswain 
Deery, who eomes from Ilrooklyn, per- 
formed his heroic act in a last attempt 
to save the boats. 

New York, Dec. 6.— Patrick Deery Is 
well known at the Broohlyn navy 
)rard. He has served In the navy for 
14 years and is regarded as a fear- 
less, though modest num. He has a 
record for life saving. 

He enlisted at the Brooklyn aa^y 
yard, became a boatswain four yeaoi 
■go. For some time he was oonneet* 
ed with the navy tug Nina, but was 
tranjiferred a few months ago to the 
Peoria. D eery was borg flfJ IfffitnA.

Washington, Dec. 5.— S. I. Kimball, 
the general nuperiuteudeut of the life

the average and the percentage of loss 
of life to the number of lives involved 
wga praetlqdly the Mune* ehowing 
that the high standard o^ eflloieney at- 
tained by the service has been main- 
tained. The number of lives lost was 
24, one less than last year, while the 
number of persons involved, 4,8S9, was 
greater by 11*.

— Former Rep- 
renentative William M. Springer, of 
Illinois, a democratic leader conspicu- 
ous in tha house of lepresentatives 
during the Forty-fourth to Fifty-third 
congresses inclusive, and once <!hair- 
man of tlie ways and means commit- 
tee of the house, died at his residence 
in this city Friday, aged 67 years. His 
death was due to pneumonia contract- 
ed In Chicago Thanksgiving day. The

Seven Creditora Aak Judge Kohisaat 
to Inquire Into the Question. 

Chicago. Deo. 5. — -Stronger proof of 
the fact that all .Joliii Alexander Dow- 
ie's creditors aro not % unit in the de- 
sire to have hil estate administered by 
the bankruptcy court was given Fri- 
day afternoon. Seven creditors repre- 
senting claims of more than $10,000, 
filed an answer in the United States 
district court in which they asked 
Judge Kohisaat to Inquire into the 
question of Dowie's solvency at once. 
They denied that the head of Zion City 
is Insolvent or that he was in that con- 
dition when the bankruptcy proceed- 
ings were begun against him and they 
also averred that Dowie should not be 
declared bankrupt for any cause set 
fbrth in the original petition. The 
lawyers who represent these seven 
creditors declare that additional claims 
anunintlng close to $100,000 are 
united in the contest against the bank- 
ruptcy proceedings.

Eleven New Cases and glx Deaths Ra.

Butler, Pa., Dee. 6.— Oaly 11 new 
eases of typhoid fever were reported 
to the board of health Friday, but more 

deaths occurred than In any previous 
day since the epidemic commenced, 
the number being 6, which makes the 
total up to date 43. Friday evening 
eight nurses and four doctors arrived 
over the West Pennsylvania railroad 
from points in the western part of the 
state. The collecting committee re- 
ported that the total contributions ap- 
proximate $16,000.

Creation pf General Staff Which Shall 
fie BespoQsible For the £fflcl- 
enojr of Tesseli Afloat. 



The Percentage of Citizenship In the 
Enlisted Force of the Navy la 
Steadily Growing— Number 
of Men, 87,246. 

Washington, Dec. B.— Secretary 
Moody, in bis annual report, refers at 
length to the ofganliation of tha navy 
department 

"As the naval eetabHahment grows 
in consequence," he says, "and the 
amount of public money devoted to its 
maintenance is increased, its proper 
administration Justly be<jumcs an ob- 
ject of solicitude. There has been, 
therefore, much discussion concerning 
the organisation of the department 

"The proposals for cbangee may be 
classified as follows: 

"First, alterations in the organiza- 
tions of naval yards which will in- 
crease the power and responsibility 
thereover and for work progressing 
therein. 

"Second, the consolidation ot the bu- 
reaus in the department. 

"Third, the creation of a general 
staff, which shall be responsible for 
the efficiency of the vessels afloat and 
the personnel of the navy, collect and 
digest military information upon which 
plans for active operations may be 
formulated, and acA as the military 
adviser of the secretary, having no au- 
thority, except such as may be con- 
ferred upon it from time to time by 
the secretary. 

"It is gratifying to note that the per- 
centage of citizenship in tho enlisted 
force of the navy Is steadily growing. 
The number of enlisted men in the 
service June 80, liK)8, including petty 
offlcers, seamen and other ratings, 
landsmen for training and apprentices, 
was 27,24."). Of this number 89,8 per 
cent, were native born and 10.9 per 
cent, naturalized citizens, the total 
percentage being, therefore, 90.7 per 
cent., as compared with 89 per cent 
at the beginning of the fiscal year. 

"The maximum percentage of deser- 
tions under peace conditions Is a little 
more than 9 per cent, and the normal 
between 11 and 12 per cent 

"Artisan employes of the department 
injured without fault of their own 
should he afforded relief — placed upon 
an equality with their brothon la pri- 
vate employment. 

"Although it Is almost five years 
since we acquired the Philippine is- 
lands, no steps have been taken to es- 
tablish a naval basts there. 

The Importance of beginning the 
work of (I.'VclopinK the naval stations 
in Cuba and continuing with reason- 
able speed to its completion is plain. 

'*Tbe effective force was increased 
during the fiscal year by the addition 
of 2') new vessels — one battleship, four 
barl)()r defense monitors, 12 torpedo 
boat destroyers, one torpedo boat and 
seven submarine boats. 

"During the past year marksmanship 
has Improved to a gratifying degree. 
Results attained on all stations sbow a 
uniformity of improvement. 

"The expenditures for the support 
of the navy have increased considera 
bly, were during the last fiscal year 
larger than in any year of our his- 
tory, except 1864 and 18^5, and are 
certain to inereaee itlll further. The 
total la 19 08 wan |8i,818.084 .

Lithographic Plates Bearing the Im* 
print of Many Different Kinde of 
Money, Preeeee and Bngraving 
Teela Were Pound. 

Boston, Dec. 5. — What is considered 
by the United States government se- 
cret service offldala to be one of the 
most important raids that has ever 
taken place in the vicinity of Boston, 
was successfully carried out Friday 
In the neighboring town of Revere, 
when three men, all said to be well- 
known counterfeiters, were arrested 
and an extensive plant and an enor- 
mous supply ot paper fOr printing 
notes was confiscated. 

The government officers stated Fri- 
day night that there was paper 
enough in the house where the raid 
took place to print more than a mil- 
lion dollars worth of notes, while the 
plates and sand presses were of the 
finest workmansliij). Tlie men arrest- 
ed weri' .lotin Davis. .Joseph Boumend- 
litt and Moses Novak, and it is under- 
stood that tha government nada adgraii 
simultaaeona arraata in or near ^mt 
York. 

Davis Is also known as Philiii 
Sthwart, Henry Smith, Henry IJeber- 
man and J. Weissman, while Novak 
has one alias, that of H. Frankel. 

Davis is believed to be the head of 
the gang, and, according to the secret 
service officers, he is well known not 
otiiy la this eonntry, but alao la Bu- 

rope. 

It Is believed, however, that New 
York parties were behind the plot 
which was exposed In Revere and the 
counterfeiting is said to have been 
carried on either in that city or in 
Newark, before a portion of the gang 
came to this city. 

Novak, or Frankel, as he was known 
in Revere, came from New York about 
two months ago. accompanied by a 
woman, and hired a house. Soon after 
he took possession the authorities at 
Washington began to rrct-ive numer- 
ous complaints that counterfeit money 
was being freely circulated in New 
England. From the larger New Eng- 
land cities and from New York came 
the ri'iioit that numerous spurious 
gold and silver certlficiites were being 
circulated. The smaller towns and 
citiee were also flooded with counter- 
felt notes. M 

As soon as the secret offlcials 
thought they had located the gang, 
aeents were put on the case. F'riday 
V.H'y ar.cstcd Noval; on a street in Re- 
vere and f ir( P(l t'liM w;i.\ into his 
house. Davis and Boumendlitt were 
arrested and the »earch of the house 
revealed llthoprnph plates bearing the 
imprint of many different kinds of 
nioiii'V presses and en/-Tmi:u,' tno's. 
The paper Tir printing tlie notes wad 
of good worl<mans!iip and a very fair 
imitation of the genuine hank note 
paper. 

D-n N has international reputation 
a 1 uiinterfeiter. A number of years 
ago he was arrested :n Knt.;Iand tor 
making (ounterfeit bank notes. He 
was never sentenced, as be turned 
queen's evidence.

Atlamtic City, N. J., December 3.— A 
new enrface contact transportation aya- 
tem waa succeesfuUy tested here to-day 
on a mile of track on the Chelsea branch 
of the Peanaylvania railroad in the pres- 
ence of a large number of eleMtMans 
and railroad men. 

The inventor ia Leon W. Fallen, a 
youag Philadelphia electrician. Bis 
method of car propulsion does away with 
the third rail, overhead wirea, poles, open 
conduit, oablea and atorafle batteries, 
and is called a wireless system. It is 
claimed for it that the coat of mainte- 
nance ia oiie4owtfa that «l anj other 
ayatem. 

Ad immense open trolley car waa used 
for the experiment, and over 100 people 
were crowded into it. Beneath the car 
are attached a aerfea c f magiiieta, which 

make the contact as the car passes over 
the boxes, which are in the center of the 
traoka, a distance of alxteen feet apart 
lu appearance the contacts are like in- 
verted aaucera. These are located on 
the aurface of the atreet, but do not in 
the least impede travel. The contacts 
arH alive only at the time of the paaaage 
of the car over them. The car ia anp- 
plied with a current by magnets, and 
when the latter pasaea over the contact 
they fly upward, making the contact in a 
flash cf time. 

The test waa declared to be perfectly 
successful by the electricians and rail- 
way men who witneeaed it. The car ran 
amoothly and practically at aay rate of 
speed required. It is claimc I that by 
running full-aized paaaenger coachea, 
aleepeva, freight and atieet railway cara 
all upon one system, each box will fur- 
uiab 300 hoisa power, two boxes to a car 
and three cara to a train, that 1,800 horae 
power will be generated and a apeed of 
eighty milea an hour, attained with no 
loss of current. 

The equipment can be placed on either 
a steam or electric road at moderate 
cost.

The Court of Appeals Thursday af- 
firmed a Judgment oil the Greenup'Oir- 
cult Court in a case ol the Common- 
wealth againat the Obsaapeake and Ohio 
Hallway Oompany.

The court ia aiilrmlag the Judg- 
ment entered below, says : 

"The stock sought to be taxed in this 
case in Greenup County is, perbapa, acat- 
tered throughout the oommerdal oanters 
of the world ; it is beini boittbt and sold 
day by day on the atock exchanges of 
New York, London, Paris, Berlin and 
other cities ; it is constantly changing 
hands, and cannot, therefore, be consid- 
ered in any sense in the possss s ion of the 
corporatf OB. It would be a athnga rale 

of fiscal law which would authorize the 
Uxation of {02,625,000 of stock in thia 
large eorponrtkm la Greenup Ootuty, 

when it does not appear that one share 
of it is owned by a resident of that county.' '

Mr. McAuliffe was one of a'larjjo num. 
her of worthy sons of the Emerald Isle 
who took np their reaidanee in thia 
county about 1850, and whoae thrift and 
industry and upright living have won 
them a plaoe among the leading citisena 
of the county, Only a f iW of them sur- 
vive, but they are repreaented by large 
families of worthy aona and daughters. 

Mr. McAoiiffe waa married twice, aar- 
viving both hia wivea. He leavea one 
son, Charles, and one daughter, Mru. 
Kate Ryan, by bis fint marriage, and 
one daughter, Slater Mary Anthony, of 
St. Cecelia's Convent, Naahville, by his 
last wife. Uia last wife waa the mother 
of Jndga J. J. Oabonia, of Oyathiana, 
and Cou«ty Attorney W. J. Osborne, of 
Mt. Olivet, by her tirat marriage. He 
loavae two aiaten, Mra. Gatbariaa Dee- 
mond and Mrs. O'.VIahoney, of this city. 

The funeral will take place Monday 
morning at 9 o'clock at St. Patrick's 
Church, the interment following in the 
cemetery at Washington.
